You Covftr » Dlntuiu'ft of 83,0O!S Miles In 


That Time. 


Have you ever thought of (he dis- 


tance jdu travel while, you are out foi 
an hour's stroll? Possibly you walk 
three miles within the hour, but that 
does not by any means represent the 
distance you travel. The earth turn* tin 
its axis every 24 hours. For the sake of 
round figures we will will the earth's 
circumference, 24,000 miles, and HO you 
must, luive traveled during your hour's 
Btroll 1,000 milee in the axial turn of the 
tarth. 


Rut this Is by nomennsall. The earth 


makes a journey round the sun every 
year, and a. long but rapid trip it is. The 
distance of our planet from the mint we 
will put at 92,000,000 miles. This i» tiie 
radius of the earth's orbit—half the di- 
ameter of the circle, as we call it. The 
whole diameter is therefore 184,000,000 
miles, nnd the circumference, being the 
diameter multiplied by :U41fi, is about 
587.000,000. 


This ama/ing distance 
the earth 


travels in its yearly journey, and,divid- 
ing it by Ilf.S, we find the daily speed 
about 1,584,000. Then, to get the dis- 
tance you rode round the sun during 
your hour's walk, divide again by 24, 
end the result is about 1)5,000 mile-s, Bnt 
this is not the end of your hour's trip. 
The sun, with its entire brood of plan- 
ets, is moving in .space at the rate of 
160.000,000 miles in a. year. This Is at 
the rate of a little, more than 454,000 
miles a day, or 18,900 miles an hour. 


So. adding yotir three miles of leg 


travel to the hour's axial movement r>f 
the earth, ami to the earth's orbital 
journey, and that again to the earth's 
excursion with the sun, and you will 
have traveled in the hour 85,003 miles. 
—St. Louis Itepublic.
